As a result of a strange sequence of 
circumstances, a one-tSme peninsula that 
jetted out into Lake Marie from SeqUoit 
Creek may be restored into a fishing dock 
and become dedicated as one of Antioch's 
most unique parks. 

While village officials examine insurance 
and liability concerns, an environmental 
engineer representing Sequoit Harbor

presented design plans to recover an eroded 
peninsula and turn it into a permanent dock 
for temporary boat parking and fishing 
purposes. 

The peninsula in question was a 1-acre 
land mass that served as a wave breaker of 
sorts as Sequoit Creek emptied into Lake 
Marie. Sequoit Harbor originally purchased 
the. land as part of its overall scheme to 
expand its harbor. 

In recent years, however, the peninsula 



literally eroded and has become the floor of 
Lake Marie. When the land became the 
bottom of Lake Marie, the land was 
automatically transferred to the State ol 

Illinois. . 

"The land no longer belongs to Sequoit 
Harbor. It belongs to the state," explained 
Doug Ehorn; directorJof environmental 
services for the Environmental Planning 
Team. Ehorn represents Bob, Smith, who 
owns Sequoit Harbor and whp is seeking to 
reclaim the lost peninsula^ » 

Ehorn said Sequoit Harbor will fill in land

One of Antioch's own natural 
wonders just became a little bit 
better. 

About 20 volunteers and 
members of the Northern Illinois 
Conservation-Club took to .the 
woods on the club's 62-acre 
preserve just east of Route 83 in 
Antioch. Volunteers cleared 
foreign brush that has invaded 
the club's natural sanctuary of 
wetlands, prairies, woods and a 
savanna. 

In an effort to improve the 
grounds, the NICC initiated the 
first of its many planned 
"grounds maintenance 

weekends," when volunteers 
spend a weekend tending to the 
sensitive preserve. 

Ken Golonka, director of 
grounds maintenance for the 
NICC, said the NICC is following 
the guidelines outlined by the 
Illinois Department of Natural 
Resources and its Illinois "Acres 
for Wildlife" program. 

"We're beginning afour-year 
plan for improving and 



maintaining a habitat for 
wetlands and wildlife," Golonka 
said. 

The first order of business 
was to attack the notorious 
buckthorn which has flooded the 
forest floor. Essentially, the 
weed-like buckthorn brush 
crowds out natural vegetation 
from flourishing on the forest 
floor. Many times, buckthorn 
can choke trees. 

"Buckthorn is really a 
nuisance," Golonka said. "By 
destroying it, more light can hit 
the forest floor to let native 
plants grow." 

Volunteers cut about a half- 
acre of buckthorn brush. They 
then stacked the branches and 
brush in piles which will serve as 
homes or dens for smaller 
ground animals like rabbits, 
raccoons, opossums and skunks. 

"Brush piles attract smaller 
animals," Golonka said. "They 
will serve as a safe haven." 

The DNR also recommended 
creating brush piles as opposed 
to burning, the brush completely.

So far, organizers are rating 
this year's "Arts and Crafts Faire" 
a success. 

Although an exact count of 
guests was not available, organiz- 
ers wcro pleased with the steady 
stream of people that flowed 

through the fair. 

The annual fair was spon- 
sored by the Antioch Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry. 

"There was a continuous flow 
of people all day on Saturday and 
Sunday," said chamber President 
Ed Cimaglio. "There was just 
hordes of people, much better 
than years past." 

He said the favorable weather 
helped. Sun made a rare all-day 
appearance on Saturday and rain 
held off until late in the afternoon 
on Sunday. 



More than 70 vendors from all 
over the Midwest displayed their 
crafts. The chamber collects a 
small percentage for each craft 
booth rented during the fair. 
Cimaglio estimates the chamber 
collected between $400 and $500 
which will be earmarked for 
downtown Improvements. 

"The craft fair aims to gener- 
ate traffic for downtown busi- 
nesses and to build up Antioch as 
a whole. We had a lot of people 
asking for brochures about 
Antioch,' Cimaglio said. 



He also said several business- 
es and restaurant owners benefit- 
ed from. the crowds created by 
the craft fair. 

"Several businesses owners 
said they did 'very well. I would 
say because the town was busy 
during the craft fair ^people were 
walking all over* Cimaglio said. 

The chamber will sponsor 
another arts and crafts fair in the 
fall, Sept. 7-8.

Through some resourceful 
negotiating and some design 
changes, for the new commuter 
station, Antioch officials may 
have saved taxpayers more than 
$75,000. 

Construction could begin 
next week for the much-awaited 
train depot that will begin the 
Metra commuter line along the 
Wisconsin" Central, Railroad 
from Antioch to downtown 
Chicago. 

The board of trustees 
approved a bid from Antioch- 
based JAM Development to build 
the depot. Costs will range from 
$155,000 to $175,000, depending 
on some possible last-minute 
design changes. 

The board originally budgeted 
$250,000 to build the train sta- 
tion. Competitive bids first came 
in at $320,000 to $396,000, 

"We're delighted to see the 
bid come In under budget," said 
Mayor Marilyn Shineflug. 

The board waived competitive 
bids after they came in well above 
budget and gave Village 
Administrator Tim Wells the 
authority to negotiate a deal 
between general contractors. 
As a cost-saving measure, vii-

Geo-Karis said she is meeting with the state transportation 
director and is working to get the Intersection on the state signal 
list. 

A 1991 traffic study indicated the intersection warranted traffic 
signals. 

Resident Donna Coari said the widened intersection at 
Monaville Road and Rte. 83 is creating problems at Engle Drive. 

"We used to be able to get a break when the cars stopped at 
Monaville. Now they don't have to stop and it's getting harder to 
make a left turn to 83," Coari said.— by ALEC JUNGE 



lage officials altered portions of 
the depot. They eliminated two 
open-air wings that could have 
been converted into community 
rooms in the future. 

Instead of the wings, the train 
station could be built with a base- 
ment for storage purposes. 

But Village Engineer John 
Boldt said a basement might be 
risky 20 feet away from the train 
tracks. He said a basement could 
become cracked due to heavy' 
train movement. 

"We're concerned about the 
impact the railroad will have on a 
basement wall," Boldt said. "We 
can design a wall to withstand the 
railroad, but it may be cost pro- 
hibitive." 

Boldt said village officials 
were going to meet with JAM 
Development before installing a 
basement. He also said the depot 
could be built in time for the 
grand opening of the commuter 
line set for Aug. 18. 

In the meantime, Thelen Sand 
and Gravel continues to work on 
the parking lot which is expected 
to hold at least 68 parking spaces 
with the option for 172 spaces in 
the future. There will be a bath- 
room. 

Metra expects to begin com- 
muter service Aug. 19.

Police warn of phone scams

Antioch police are warning residents they should 
take special caution when phone solicitors call ask- 
ing for. donations that will benefit local police orga- 
nizations. 

Deputy Chief Charles Watkins reported that a 
resident received a call about someone collecting 
money in the name of the Lake County Juvenile 
Officers Association to benefit the DARE program. 

. The resident agreed to a $20 donation, and the 
solicitor returned to the residence the following day 
to collect the money. 

"He didn't show any identification. The point is 
that DARE does not solicit over the phone," Watkins 
said. "This is another spring scam." 



Watkins said frequently national police organi- 
zations may call asking for money. The phone solic- 
itors say the money will benefit the Antioch Police 
Department in some way, Watkins said. 

"They say It benefits the Antioch Police 
Department, but it doesn't," Watkins warned. 

Watkins said residents can verify phone solicita- 
tions by demanding letters to prove the legitimacy 
of the organization or by calling the police depart- 
ment to confirm the authenticity of the organiza- 
tion. 

People should automatically be suspicious when 
someone calls in the name of a law enforcement 
agency or organization, Watkins said. 

"People shouldn't give money to anyone over a 
phone solicitation," Watkins emphasized.

"This officer accounted for a 
majority of DUI arrests in your 
department, and consequently, 
deserves recognition for these 
life-saving efforts," said AAIM 
Executive Director Charlene 
Chapman in a letter to Antioch 
Chief Charles Miller. 

According to AAIM, more 
than 400 people were killed and 
thousands more injured in 
Illinois last year as a result of 
people driving under the influ- 
ence. 

. "An innocent person can 



become a victim of a drunk dri- 
ving crash in the blink of a eye; 
as another driver, a passenger or 
even an innocent, bystander," 
Chapman said. "We appreciate 
your dedicated work in remov- 
ing these dangerous drivers 
from our roads." 

Antioch Deputy Chief 
Charles. Watkins said DUI 
arrests and deaths related to 
drunk driving are down as a 
result of stiffer enforcement and 
public awareness about the con : 
sequences of drunk driving. 

"We stop people and appro- 
priately arrest them," Watkins 
said. "Seven to eight years ago, 
drunk driving was a major 



problem. Our DUI arrests have 
been on a steady decline since 
then." 

He credited the efforts of 
drunk driving watchdog groups 
like AAIM and Mothers Against 
Drunk Driving for tackling 
drunk driving from all angles at 
the enforcement, legislative and 
judicial levels. 

"Thanks to organizations like 
AAIM and MADD, the pressure 
is on the public to be responsi- 
ble," Watkins said. 

AAIM works for tougher DUI 
laws and the Victim's Rights 
Amendment. AAIM is currently 
working to lower the blood- 
alcohol level from .10 to .08.

speak at the July 11 township board meeting at 7:30 p.m. 

"I want the public to hear firsthand how difficult it Is to maintain a 
planning and zoning committee," Skvarce noted, 

During a recent meeting, Kiesgen apparently shared some insights 
with Antioch Township officials about the difficulty to keep volunteers 
on the committee. On the other hand, he told Antioch officials that 
there are tendencies of the committee to control the township board 
as well. 

Similarly, Skvarce said a similar committee was tried in Lake Villa 
Township, but it meets sparingly for lack of interest and commitment 

"It was not as satisfactory as they originally thought," Skvarce said 
of the Lake Villa Township planning and zoning committee. 

Skvarce also noted that such committees serve more as advisory 
committees and they lack the needed authority to make change. 

However, if a township planning and zoning committee votes 
against an issue and the township votes against the same issue, then 
the County Board must have a 3/5 majority to override the local votes. 
Skvarce said Kiesgen will provide Antioch Township trustees'and 
residents with more insights about the operations of a planning and 
zoning committee. 

"If we had a lot of people interested, then I would support one," 
Skvarce said. "You just can't have a committee because it sounds 
good." 

• In another township matter, Skvarce reported that her salary 
study of other township officials and trustees should be complete by 
August. 

During the annual Town Meeting, residents urged a salary freeze 
for some Antioch Township officials and trustees. 

Supervisor Jim Fields authorized Skvarce to conduct a study to 
compare the salaries of Antioch Township employees and trustees 
with other township employees and trustees. 

Skvarce noted that the board could not make a salary change until 
October. She said having a study completed by August will give the 
board a two-month window to evaluate salaries.

where the peninsula once stood, 
install a steel seawall, and turn it 
into a sturdy dock for public use. 
The catch is: The village must 
assume ownership of the dock as 
it would be unlikely that the state 
would relinquish the- land to a 
private entity even though 
Sequoit Harbor once owned the 
land. 

"We need to go to a munici- 
pality to rebuild the peninsula 
which will provide an adequate 
place for boating and recreation," 
Ehorn said. The state requires a 
municipality to apply for a permit 
to deed the land over to the vil- 
lage. 

Ehorn also emphasized that 
restoring the peninsula would 
prevent further erosion along the 
surrounding shoreline where 
Sequoit Harbor intends to 
expand its facility. 

Because it would be a public 
site, Ehorn said there would be 
no finger piers or boat slips. 

"It will complete a channel 
from Lake Marie and provide a 
place of safety in case of a storm," 
Ehorn said. "It would be similar 
to a public park." 

Village trustees believe in 
order for the dock to serve truly as 
a public park, Sequoit Harbor 



must also provide adequate 
access to the site and possibly 
add parking at the harbor. 

"So families can bring their 
kids, park and go fishing," said 
Mayor Marilyn Shineflug. 

Not only will Sequoit Harbor 
construct and maintain the dock, 
Ehorn said Smith may be willing 
to construct a path that leads 
from the harbor parking lot to the 
dock. Additional parking may be 
negotiated. 

Village trustees also wanted 
to investigate liability concerns 
before granting a firm approval 
to the concept.

Davida Terry, member of the Lake . 
County Forest Preserve's Wildlife Advisory 
Council, sent an urgent fax message to citi- 
zens and members of the media urging 
them to attend Tuesday's committee meet- 
ing and call for the resignation of Steve 
Packard, chair of the committee.

The Lake.County 
Stormwater Management Commission {SlAC) Is in the initial 
stages of a comprehensive study of the 28,000 acre Squaw 
Creek watershed in west Lake County and its impact .on water 
retention and flooding hi the Chain O'Lakes. 

Are flood problems being studied to death? On the contrary, 
we need more information-thari ever. Engineers ondhydrolo- 
: ; . gists know that the more Information they have the better job 
/they can do advising society on how to cope with flooding. 

They are frustrated by ever changing governmental attitudes 
, and policies/and the rapidly changing landscape which is 
undergoing alternation by growth and development 

As SMC executive ^director Ward [Miller points out, flood 
plains are not static. Every new.subdivision and shopping cen: 
ter changes runoff patterns and retention capacity of existing 
holding basms. Philip Bernstein, ( chief Army Corps planner, 
opined trie developers acting in consortwjth local officials . 
overrun potential water retentfon'sites faster thanmey can be 
identified. ';/:' 

One thing known is mat construction of levees arid deten- 
tion ponds, once the darlings of planners and developers pro- 
viding for stormwater management, are only stop-gap mea- 
sures. Too often, the levees and ponds only serve to intensify 
flooding conditions downstream. The more than $100 million 
proposals to bring relief to North UbertyviUe Estates and. 
Lincolnshire quite likely will magnify flood problems in River 
Grove and neighboring Cook County villages bordering the 
. banks of the DesPlaines. 

.What can be done? Flood control has to be studied oh a 
regional basis. Stormwater management must be approached 
from a watershed viewpoint. Officials at all levels of goverri- 
|/ ment must adopt a cooperative attitude. The "upstream" men- 
tality cannot be tolerated with so much at stake. Builders, . 
developers and land owners have to understand that some 
areas simply cannot be built upon. Some soils and land condi- 
tions can only be developed at great risk, inviting liability than 
no government can afford to mitigate or should neighboring 
populations be, expected to endure potential hazards. 

In short, society has to learn to respect our rivers and 
streams. That's what Rivers Appreciation Month is all about.

increased traffic volume include: Rte. 21 up 103 percent, Rte. 22 up 
160 percent, Rte. 60/83 up 75 percent, Rte. 83 up 98 percent, and Rte. 
120 up 119 percent. 

These are not "the sky is falling" predictions by ELPC, MATT, or 
any other opposition group. These are the official projections by the 
roadbuilding agencies. Peter Earmet, project manager at IDOT, 
when asked for comment to these numbers, was quoted "We're not 
saying that this will solve the problems." 

At, this same news conference, ELPC announced the commission 
of an alternatives transportation study by Resource Systems Group, 
Inc.; and the Urban Transportation Center at the University of 
Illinois-Chicago. While IDOT's alternatives study looks at alterna- 
tives in a singular way (looking at road widenings by themselves, or 
public transportation by itself), ELPC's study will look at all trans- 
portation alternative ideas implemented together in a comprehen- 
sive, big-picture way. It is my sincere belief this studf will identify 
environmentally and socially "reasonable, workable alternatives to 
the Rte. 53 extension. 

These traffic projections show, without a doubt, how Rte. 53 will 
not solve our current traffic problems; it will simply make them 
worse. To continue to support the road in light of this irrefutable 
information is like wearing a blindfold so the truth about it will not 
be seen. This road continues to be supported not as a solution for 
traffic-problems but by hidden agendas.

Many people have said that the 
only people opposed to the exten- 
sion of 53 are the people who live 
along the right-of-way. This should 
not be the case, because many 
thousands of people who live 
nowhere near the right-of-way will 
be adversely affected if the road is 
built Some of the hardest hit areas 
from this year's flooding (as in pre- 
vious years) have' been along the 
DesPlaines River, which flows from 
Lake County, into Cook County. 
People living miles away from the 
proposed extension and who 
would not beneGt from it are the 
people who have the most to lose if 
the road goes through.

Hidden in the midst of an average neighborhood off 
of Wilson and Rollins roads, sits a simple clubhouse. 
Passersby may not realize that less than ten times out 
of the year, the doors to the club are opened to provide 
events that draw visitors from miles around. 

From May until October activities are planned at 
the site. There Is clean-up day in early May when club 
members and their, families scrub the building to pre- 
pare for summer events. 

Raffle drawings are also a part of each program. 
Towards the middle or end of May the first fish boil 
Is held. The very popular event always adds a dash of 
entertainment- with either-Swedish dancers or fiddle 
and accordion music. Anottier fish boil is slated for 
September. 

Club Dalarna received more exposure when it set up 
shop in the Scandinavian Fair at the Botanical Gardens 
in Glencoe at the start of this month. 

King Carl XVI Gustavus and Queen Sylvia of Sweden 
were set to make a guest appearance at the gardens, 
but they weren't able to attend. Nonetheless, the 
turnout was a good one. "We served pea soup to 155 
people," said Pat Ericsson. 

What is called a "Herring Breakfast" is actually 

served in the afternoon. This year the traditional meal 

of finely breaded and fried herring fillets, sour cream, 

boiled new potatoes, pickled beets and limpa bread 

' (Swedish rye) will take place luly 14. ; 

Other Swedish groups sometimes utilize the 
Dalarna clubhouse. In August the Verdandi club from 
Chicago is also having a herring breakfast. 

. October is the month for a favorite event; Swedish 
pea soup and oven pancakes will be served, along with 
a raffle and musical- entertainment. In Sweden this 
would be a traditional Thursday night dinner. 

In December, since the clubhouse is not winterized, 
Club Dalarna members hold their big Christmas pro- 
gram called "Jule Celebration" at the Elks Club in Des 
Plaines. 

There is always a children's Christmas program, a 
visit from Saint Lucia, and a traditional Swedish dinner 
as well as singing and dancing. 

A membership drive is in force because in recent 
years, Club Dalarna has been fighting to stay afloat. 
"We're just trying to stay alive until another generation 
takes over," said Pat. She explained there have been no 
new club officers for a number of years. Also, many of 
the members are simply getting older, she said. The 
eldest member of Club Dalarna is Gus Anderson, 95. 

She said she is concerned about the future of the 
club. "We have more visitors [these daysl than we do 
members," noted Pat, 

Len Ericsson, Pat's husband is another officer on 
the board of directors. "We would like to get some 
younger people in there, even if they're born in the 
states," said Len, a Dalarna province immigrant. 

While the creation of the club was to keep the tradi- 
tions and heritage of Dalarna instilled in the children of 
the members, today Swedes from other provinces are 
joining. 

Club Dalarna was'founded in March 1917. Then in 
1924 the Ingleside site was purchased by Swedish 
immigrants from" the province of Dalarna. At that time 
gatherings were held outdoors on the grounds, but pre- 
viously members had their meetings in Chicago, taking

turns holding them at either north or south side loca- 
tions.

""Originally there was a main building with cooking 
facilities, a dance hall/dinning room, and some sleep- 
ing quarters. Boys generally stayed in the lofts in the' 
main house and so did the men; while the girls and 
women spent the night in the two cottages. 

Len recalls traveling to Ingleside from Chicago 
when he was a child. "It was like the boonies then, and 
It was like a vacation," he said. 

Len explained he appreciated the club early oh' after/ 
he and his two sisters and mother and father moved to 
the United States from Rattvik, Dalarna in the 1940s; It 
was a time of fellowship among those frorh the same 
area. • ■■».

Edinburgh, The Scottish 
Capital Built Around a Castle

Since the Memorial Day weekend gave mc an extra day off, I decided to spend a couple 
of days in London. However, since this was a last minute decision, the only flights 1 could get 
to the United Kingdom were into Glasgow, Scotland arriving Saturday and a return flight 
leaving from London on Monday. Since the super fast Britrail trains make the trip from 
Glasgow to London in about 4 hours, this posed no great problem. 

According to my Britrail representative, the most scenic train route from Scotland to 
London is from Edinburgh, the capito) of Scotland. Edinburgh is only an hour from Glasgow, 
so 1 thought I would include a day in Edinburgh and get the train to London from there. As it 
turned out, Edinburgh was the highlight of my trip. 

My flight landed at the Glasgow airport about 10 AM on Saturday and after clearing 
customs, catching the bus to the train station in town, boarding one of the trains to Edinburgh 
which runs every 30 minutes, I was at Wavcrly Station in downtown Edinburgh by noon. 

After climbing the stairs from Wavcrly Station to Prince Street (Edinburgh's version of 
Michigan Ave.), I turned and looked up to sec a 1,000 year old castle high on a hill right in 
the middle of the city! I've seen many castles on my trips to Europe, but never one so easily 
accessible- 
After checking into my hotel, the Inter-Continental "George", I headed back towards the 
castle. The path to the castle took me by a little park right out of "Mary Poppins" complete 
. with a Mcrry-Go-Round, and then up a steep hill through beautifully landscaped flower 
gardens. 

The magnificent view of the city and surrounding terrain from the castle is not only 
breathtaking, but also gives one an idea of the strategic importance of the location of the 
castle dunng Scotland's wars of independence. 

Once inside, 1 got to sec Scotland's ancient crown jewels which were missing for over a ■ 
hundred years and found at the bottom of an oak chest in a small room in the castle in 1818. 

I was leave for London on the 9 AM train on Sunday. Knowing my time in London was 
already limited, 1 still chose to take the 1 PM train instead, just to have a few more hours in 
the intnguing cily of Edinburgh.

tion by Forest Preserve President 

Jim LaBelle in 1995, 

His role on the advisory board 
has been questioned by fellow 
board member, Davida Terry, who 
feels he and the Nature 
Conservancy are trying to move 
forward with their own agenda of 
actively restoring prairies. She 
believes that is not the will of the 
public — especially when trees are 
removed in the process. 

Under fire, literally, are trees. 
The Nature Conservancy and 
Lake County Forest Preserve use a 
program of controlled prairie 
burns to clear non-native species 
from an area, allowing native 
ones to reemerge. In clearing the 
land, trees may be cut as well to 
allow the hardwood oaks to 
reemerge. 

"I have a problem with people 
who do this," Terry, a Riverwoods 
resident said of the tree cutting 
program and the Nature 
Conservancy's involvement. She 
does not believe volunteers 
should be allowed to clear forest 
preserve land without forest pre- 
serve staff on site. 

"We have a training program 
that citizens go through to partic- 
ipate," said Andy Kimmel, of the 
Lake County Forest Preserve. 
"This program of volunteer work- 
ers saves the taxpayers money." 

Terry and other citizens attending Jim Anderson said the forest pre 
the wildlife advisory board meet- 




ing, feel the unsupervised volun- 
leers may be doing more harm 
than good. Nearly half of the 
attendees were residents of Cook 
County. 

Cutting the smaller trees is the 



only way to ensure the hardwood 
oaks survive, according to Martha 
Marks, forest preserve commis- 
sioner. Packard agreed. 

Terry and fellow wildlife advi- 
sory board member Craig 
Hendee believe all possible 
money available should be 
spent on purchasing more land 
for preservation as opposed to 
restoring land. 

"I believe we should just be 
buying land, all that we can," said 
Hendee. 

Terry also believes the forest 
preserve and Nature Conservancy 
would like to limit citizen involve- 
ment in managing the preserves. 
The Nature Conservancy, howev- 
er, is primarily a volunteer organi- 
zation. The group has 32,100 
members in Illinois with 6,800 vol- 
unteers contributing more than 
62,000 manhours in 1995. 

"The Forest Preserve has a bal- 
ancing act, our letter head reads — 
preservation, restoration, educa- 
tion and recreation," LaBelle said. 
"How do we balance these? Our 
presence impedes nature." 

LaBelle challenged citizens to 
find a preserve in Lake County 
which looks worst today because 
of the restoration efforts. 

"When a gardener weeds, it's 
not pretty, but the results are 
worth it," LaBelle said.

'Rock' rolls over, tries too hard 
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For those who believe that the 
bigger and better the special effects, 
the bigger and better the movie, the 
new "escape to Alcatraz," traveling 
under the Hollywood name of "The 
Rock," should be as special effective 
as it gets. 

At least this product of the boys 
from "Top Gun," "Crimson Tide," 
and "Beverly Hills Cop," does its 
best to be the summer thriller to 
end all summer thrillers. 

The bulk of the movie barely 
gives the audience a chance to 
breathe between explosions, flying 
bodies, trolleys and buildings, not 
to mention bombs and smashing 
cars. The effort may be trying a bit 
too hard to please the mayhem- 
loving masses that have this 
movie's predecessors, "Twister," 
and "Mission Impossible" raking in 
the dough faster than a terrorist's 
bullets can kill a dozen people. 

What started out a few years 
ago as a bloody bit of fun with "Die 
Hard," and "Lethal Weapon," has 
turned into a one-ups-manship 
race to see who can exhaust the 
audience by blowing it out first. 

Here we have a waste of three of 
today's top actors, Nicholas Cage, 
Sean Connery and Ed Harris, who 
are almost obliterated by die bar- 
rage of eye boggiings to end all 
visual assaults. 

Harris plays a psychotic Marine 
who takes over the former forebod- 
ing prison known as Alcatraz, or 
"The Rock," lying in San Francisco 
Bay. He's also playing "hostage, 
hostage, who's got the hostage", 
with a bunch of tourists who 
choose the wrong day to tour the 
deserted prison. 

Harris, a hero of three wars, 
wants the U.S. government to pay 
the families of the men who died 
under his command $1 million 
apiece, or he will blast Frisco with a 
barrage of poison gas rockets. 

Cage, a quiet unassuming 
chemist, and Connery, the only 
man to ever escape from "The 
Rock," have the job of stopping

Harris and saving the hostages and 
the City by the Bay. 

Connery's usual dry wit is not 
vocal in this one, but shows only 
In the way he quickly and mind- 
lessly slips from one stunt to 
another. 

It's Cage, fresh off of an 
Academy Award performance in 
"Leaving Las Vegas," who steals the 
show with his delivery of the best, 
wryly funny lines in the picture. 

This is strobotic action from 
beginning to end, if that's what 



rums you on. We would have liked 
a little more Harris, Connery and 
Cage in this age when good acting 
takes second place to dying with 
pizzazz. 

The action alone is worth two 
out of five stars and the mere pres- 
ence of those three fine thespians, 
who slip in a good line or two here 
and there, is worth another star, 
making this R-rated flick worth 
three stars out of five. Aye, but it 
could have been so much better! —

When Linda Vadnals decided to begin a sales enterprise, she 
wanted something that would benefit the community as well as 
her pocketbook. Her dream took form as special candy machines 
now peppered throughout northeastern Illinois. 

. "I began. the. business to make a profit at some point, but I 
wanted to help out in the fight against gangs, drugs and crime>" 
said Vadnais, who at one time was asenior research engineer for 
Illinois fool Work's, and left to pursue a career in motherhood. 

Her earlier foray into the business world included: business 
out of her home, such as gifts baskets, craft shows and distribu- 
tion of children's clothing and accessories. These endeavors took 
a great deal of time away from her" family, she discovered, and a 
vejnture with a popcorn vending machines turned out to be 
unprofitable.; 

-The search for a way to make up the money she lost in that 
project led her, to, the idea for the candy machines. The desire to 
help the community in some way inspired a plan to donate part of 
the profits to the DARE (Drug Abuse Resistance Education) pro-* 
gram presented by village police departments in area schools. 

"I contacted the police departments and presented what I was 
doing," she said. - "After I got approval from the ones that wanted 
help, I contacted the businesses:" 

A resident of Third Lake, she began in Gurnee. Her first Always 
Fresh machine went into Ruby Tuesday. Restaurant in Gurnee in 
September 1995. General- Manager Steve de Gremer insisted she 
leave the machine right then and moved his others out. 

"I've always had some type of candy machines usually two or 
there," he said. "I never knew 'where the money went to, never 
saw vendors filling the machines, and the candy wasn't always 
fresh." 

Vadnais explained her plan for the DARE donation, guaran- 
teed him she would provide good quality candy and promised she 
would check the machines once a week. She has fulfilled that 
pledge, de Cremer stated. 

"I know It's good quality' candy and the money is going to a 
good cause," he said. 

"I started out small," said Vadnais, Machines began to appear 
in other Gurnee locations, then Round Lake Beach and Grayslake. 
"I expanded from there to Mundelein, Deerfield and 
Schaumburg." 

The four-sided machines offer a choice of. sweets. Vadnais 
insisted on, quality equipment, wishing the DARE program repre- 
sented by machines that wouldn't break down. The brass 
machines cost $500 apiece, the black ones are $400, she said. 

The KFC corporation is an ardent supporter and sponsor of 
the DARE program, even promoting the effort on the chicken 
boxes, said Lois Monroe, manager of the Round Lake Beach 
restaurant. 

"I know a lot of their funding has been cut off," Monroe 
reflected. "This is an extra way for them to earn some money and 
it's good for the community." 

Vadnais takes care of the machines; there is no extra work for 
the business people. The DARE programs received 15 percent of 
total sales.

Gas prices break records; officials predict dip

For the fourth month in a row, 
gasoline prices in Illinois and 
Northern Indiana continued to 
climb, according to the AAA- 
Chicago Motor Club's June Fuel 
Gage Survey. 

A new high was reached in 
Chicago and Cook County where 
average self-serve gasoline prices 
jumped 2.7 cents per gallon since 
last month, and a total of 18.9 
cents since February, currently, a 



gallon of self-serve unleaded reg- 
ular gasoline averages $1,47. This 
is the highest average price ever 
paid by Cook County motorists in 
June for the most commonly pur- 
chased grade of fuel. 

In Illinois outside of Cook 
County, average self-serve gas 
prices increased 3.1 cents during 
the past month, and a total of 
17,7 cents since February. 
Currently a gallon of self-serve 



unleaded regular gasoline averages 
$1,3551. This is the highest average 
June price since 1981, when a gal- 
lon of self-serve unleaded regular 
averaged $1,370. 

Today's average prices are the 
highest overall in those regions 
since the height of the Persian 
Gulf crisis in December 1990. At 
that time, a gallon of self-serve 
unleaded regular averaged $1,51 
in Chicago and Cook County, and 



$1,407 In downstate Illinois. 

As of June 3, 1996, the nation- 
al average for a gallon of self- 
serve unleaded regular was 
$1,322, 3 cents higher than one 
month earlier. 

A dip in. wholesale gasoline 
prices should result in lower 
retaiL prices soon, said officials at 
Computer . Petroleum Corp., 
which provides data to AAA-CMC 
for its fuel gage survey.

AH battery-powered sump 
pumps are not created equal. 
Many homeowners unhappily 
make that discovery when they 
think they are protected from 
flooding during power outages. 

In some cases, however, no 
unit can handle the amount of 
water produced by a storm, said 
Rich Marcus, who manufactures 
what he considers among the 
best ■ battery-back-up sump 
pumps.

should get Is one that will pump 
the most gallons per minute 
while using the least amount of 
electricity (battery power)," said 
Marcus.

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Attention to native plants is important in landscaping plan 



More attention to native plants in 
the landscape is a welcomed site both . 
in commercial and residential settings. 
The term "native" plant must be clearly 
defined. Natives of desert areas surely 
will' not survive in the humid Northeast 
or many of the Oaks of the south are 
"not" winter hardy here in northern 
Illinois. Properly chosen natives of a 
given region have many advantages for 
that area. They are adapted to water 
temperatures, rainfall and soil types and 
have reached a balance of existence 
with native insect pests, which trans- 
lates into less spraying of insecticides 
into the environment. 

From an aesthetic point of view, 



landscaping with native preserves the 
unique and special appearance of a 
region. We've designed and untitled 
objects using the forest as our guide. 

For canopy trees we have used the 
Black Maple, Red Maple and Sugar 
Maple which are all Illinois native trees. 
The use of the Ohio'Buckeye and White 
Ash and of course, the White Oak are 
also excellent choices for native trees. 

To emulate a forest, the understory 
plants are also needed. The purple 
chokeberry and the fall blooming 
Witchhazel as well as the Nannyberry 
Viburnum are all nice selections for the 
understory canopy of a forest.

It used to be, people added some 
insulation in the attic and caulked 
around windows and that was about it 
as far as saving fuel bills was con- 
cerned, No more..

New electronic ignition may solve stall problem 



Q. I have a 1978 Dodge Diplomat 
with a problem neither "real mechan- 
ics" nor the friendly "street mechan- 
ics" can seem to solve. After I drive 
the car on a short errand, it won't 
start immediately when I'm ready to 
return home. I usually have to wait 
15 to 20 minutes; then it magically 
starts back up. It always starts the 
first time I use it each day. I like the 
way the car drives and it has been 
maintained well/ but we are afraid to 
take it on long trips to use it as regu- 
larly as we would like. It does drink a 
little oil, but that's due' to a cracked 
gasket. I have to add oil every month 
or so. I would appreciate any sugges- 
tions you can offer. I don't care to 



take the car to any more mechanics 
and have them fish around in the 
dark!— John W. 

A. If this were my vehicle, I would 
install a new electronic ignition box. 
I've had similar problems and this 
always see.ms to solve it Remember 
the old rule: Compression, fuel and 
spark are all necessary for an engine 
to run. I don't believe your leak is 
serious enough to result in a compres- 
sion problem, so that's not the prob- 
lem. You also have the fuel. So l think 
you'll find .the spark to be the keyl 

Q. My 1984 Ford Grown Victoria 
wagon has 1 08,000 miles. I recently 
bought four new B.F. Goodrich all 
season radials for it. Two weeks after 



they were mounted and balanced, the 
car developed a vibration at 50 mph 
and up. The entire car vibrated, not 
just the steering column. Thinking this 
was related to the new tires, I took 
the car back to the dealer, but they 
found nothing wrong with the tires or 
the balancing. They drove it and did- 
n't seem convinced I even had a 
vibration problem. Later, when they 
found one of the tires was in fact out 
of balance, they repaired this at no 
charge. Well, the problem still exist- 
ed, so 1 took the car to the Ford deal- 
er, who acknowledged the problem. 
They checked several external things, 
which were OK, and said there might 
be an internal problem with the four- 



speed automatic transmission. To pin- 
point the trouble, an exhaustive 
check would have to be made. I think 
the transmission works fine and I am 
hesitant to have them tinker with it. 
What do you think? — Michael M. 

A. You are correct in hesitating to 
allow anyone to get inside a transmis- 
sion that is apparently perfectly sound. 
The vibration started with the new 
tires' and I believe that's where you'll 
find the answer. They might be in bal- 
ance but out of round; you might even 
have a bent rim. Take your car to 
another tire dealer and have the- 
wheels removed and checked again. 
Also, inquire if these are the right tires 
foryour car. 
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Test your car care knowledge with this pop quiz' 



By the time most of us were 
grown, a vast amount of knowledge 
had crept into out collective subcon- 
scious. Oddly enough, and without 
much applied learning much of this 
wisdom was auto-related. For exam- 
ple, nobody ever told you that a car 
had to have gas to run, or which pedal 
was the brake — you just figured it out. 
But for all the auto-related information 
you gathered, a few important bits and 
pieces probably slipped by. Test your 
car prowess with the following quiz. 

1. Recommended oil change intervals 

on most cars is 3,000 to 5,000 
miles. The oil filter should be 
replaced: 

(A) every other oil change; 

(B) when oil appears black or grit- 
ty; 

(C) whenever the oil is changed. 

2. When your car sags at the rear, it 

means you need new: 
(A) springs; 
<B) shock absorbers; 
(Q universal joints. 

3. The best temporary protection 

against rusting of a scratch in the 
metal is with: 

(A) clear nail polish; 

(B) rust resistant primer; 

(C) petroleum jelly. 

4. In the event of overheating/ as indi- 

cated by the temperature gauge or 
warning light on the instrument 
panel or by steam coming from 
under the hood, it is wise to: 

(A) stop at once and fill the radia- 
tor with cold water; 

(B) pull off the road, raise the 
hood, let the engine cool and seek 
help; 

(Q drive slowly along the side of 



the road to the nearest service 
facility, where you can have cold 
water added. 
5. Among the most common reasons 
for a car's trade-in value to be ' 
downgraded by an appraiser is:

Answers to "Pop Quiz" on car care: 

1 . (C) is correct. Change the filter 
whenever you change oil. Otherwise 
you are allowing the dirtiest oil in the 
engine, the contaminated oil in the fil- 
ter, to remain in the system. 

If you chose (B) [when oil gets 
black or gritty] you'd be right, too. But 
. you'd have waited too long. By chang- 
ing oil and filter at recommended inter- 
vals you won't have to worry about 
hurting your engine because of dirty 
oil. 

2. If you said (B), we, "gotcha." (A) is 
correct. A common misconception is 
that worn shocks cause a vehicle's rear 
end to sag. Actually, under normal 
loading conditions this is due to weak 
springs. 

If your car sags only when it is 
heavily loaded, consider installing air 
shocks, which can be inflated as need- 
ed to accommodate the extra weight. 

3. (A) is correct. The active word here 
is TEMPORARY. As soon as possible, a 
scratch should be sanded, primed and 
painted with matching touch-up paint. 
Until that can be done, clear nail pol- 
ish provides invisible protection against 
rust. 

Another temporary fix is to cover 
the scratch with a crayon close to the ; 
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color of your paint. The wax will pro- 
tect against rusting until you can fix it 
properly. 

4. (B) is correct. Never drive a vehicle 
with an overheated engine. The result- 
ing damage can be very costly. Your 
engine produces heat up, to 4,500°F, so 
it wouldn't take long for a "melt- 
down 1" 

Also, do not under any circum- 
stances, as mentioned in answers (A) 
and (C), pour cold water into the radia- 
tor of an overheated engine. 

NOTE: If it is necessary to remove 
the radiator pressure cap, let.the engine 
cool down first. Then use a wad of 
rags for protection in case anysteam is 
released. 

5. (A) is correct. Certainly, good tires 
enhance the value of your car, and 
detailed service records are an excel- 
lent selling point, especially between 
private parties.

More important to a dealer's 
appraised value, however, is your car's 
overall appearance. Worn, torn, or 
burned upholstery reflects owner's 
maintenance habits. "A shabby interior 
makes it difficult to sell an otherwise 
desirable vehicle, so the dealer has to 
figure in how much he'll invest in fix- 
up. One way or another, it's the 
owner who pays for neglecting appear- 
ance maintenance.

Do you know how to stop with ABS? 




BOB KOCHER 

Dear Car Bob: I always try to be a 
safe driver and keep my car under con- 
trol regardless of trie road conditions. 
My new car came with an anti-lock 
braking system (ABS),. and I want to be 
sure I know how to use the ABS as 
safely as possible. Although 1 have read 
what my owner's manual says about 
ABS, I would like to know if there is 
anything else I need to know. Car Bob, 
can you help me make sure I ain stop- s 
ping as safely as I can? — Rose S., 
: ■ Dear Rose: Stopping with ABS 
should be "as easy as ABC," according 
to the ABS- Education Alliance. Your 
question is one I hear often and one 
that I believe is very important, thanks 
for writing and asking about it. 

Anti-lock brake systems are one of 
the best everyday safety features you 
can have on your car. They are recog- 
nized by automotive industry leaders as 
one of the most significant safety 
advances in modern automotive engi- 
neering/Although advanced technology 
can't replace a good safe driver, it can 
be a big help. 

Because driving with ABS should be 
simple, lets start with the basics. ABS is 
designed to prevent skidding and to 
help steering control during an emer- 
gency braking situation. There is one 
big difference between cars with ABS 
and those without it. With ABS you 
don't ever need to pump your brakes to 
prevent your wheels from locking up . 
and putting your car into a skid. 

With ABS, the system does the 
pumping for you at the rate. of up to 1 8 
times per second, giving the driver the 
ability to maintain steering. When 'using 
ABS, you always "brake and steer." You 
don't want to take your foot off the 
brake pedal or pump the brakes 
because that will disengage the anti- 
lock system. 

Anti-lock brakes cannot compensate 
for driving faster, more aggressively, or 
at unsafe following distances. Always 
allow enough distance to stop and 
increase that distance if road conditions 
are hazardous, . 

The ABS Education Alliance has put 
together an excellent free brochure on 
how to "brake and steer."

Dear Car Bob: I have a question 
about car recalls. Both my wife and I 
have 3-year-old cars. I drive a Ford 



Mustang and my wife has a Chrysler 
minivan. We bought both of our cars 
when they were about 2 years old. Is 
there any way to be sure we're notified 
if something on one of our cars is part 
of a factory recall? 

I often wonder if people who didn't 
buy their car new can depend on get- 
ting all the recall. notices. Do you know 
of a company where people buying 
used cars can pay a fee to be put into a 
computer that will send them notices 
of factory recalls for the car they own? 
— Tony P, . , 

Dear Tonyr Your question is one 
many readers ask, often when they have 
recently purchased a used .car. With 
predictions of large increases in used 
car sales, many buyers like you wonder 
what.to do to make sure they're being 
notified by the car companies. 

When car owners are notified of a 
factory recall, most of the time the rea- 
son relates to a dangerous defect some- 
where in that car. Car companies work 
very hard to comply with the law when 
they must do a recall. Regardless of 
whether the recall is voluntary or gov- „ 
ernment ordered, they try hard to notify 
everyone with the model in question. 
The biggest problem is making sure 
the car companies have the right names 
and addresss for current owners. For 
starters, when you buy a used car, make 
sure you notify. the car company of your 
purchase. If you buy from a used car 
dealer, or private owner; then you need 
to visit a new car dealer of your make 
and tell the service manager you would 
like to contact the car company and 
offer your name and address. 

Depending on the car. company and 
the dealer, the procedure will vary a lit- 
tle., Once you are sure the "car company 
has the information, you can relax and 
feel comfortable about being notified if 
there is a recall. Because some recalls 
are huge, sometimes mistakes are made 
and a few owners receive no notices. If 
you are in doubt, you can always 'stop 
at your nearest dealer and ask them to 
check your serial number to see if there 
are a*ny recalls'you missed.

1 have 
only been wilh the company since mid-February and am thinking that 
perhaps I had to be working here for a year before I was paid for any 
holidays. That was until I learned that one of those people who did 
receive pay for the holiday started a few weeks after me. I am afraid 
to rock the boat by approaching my supervisor to ask why. Isn't mere 
a law that states what you do for one you must do for all? How do you 
suggest I handle this? I would appreciate a prompt response as 1 do 
not want this to go loo long without doing something about it. Thank 
you for your help. L.W. - Lake Bluff. • 

A: Dear LAY. Wilh your particular employer I am aware of an 
employee handbook that is issued to all employees on their first day 
of employment and signed for by all. Check out the section on "Paid 
Holidays". While your letter fails lo stale whether or not you com- 
piled with the rules leading up to being paid for holidays, if you read 
the section I hope that you will have the answers you are looking for. 
Many corporations stipulate that in order lo be paid for any holidays 
an employee must work the day prior to and (he following working 
day in order to be paid. For instance.. .if you normally work Monday 
through Friday and Monday Is s scheduled holiday, you must work 
the Friday before and the Tuesday after. One main reason for ihis Is 
to avoid excessive lime off prior to holiday weekends. If you meet all 
of your paid holiday requirements as set forth in your handbook, I 
would then proceed to your supervisor with a professional attitude. 
Don't accuse. Keep in mind thai this could be a total oversight on the 
part of your employer which can be easily corrected. No need lorock 
the boat. I suggest you read the entire handbook so ihere is no room 
for further questions as time goes on as lo your corporation's standard 
procedures.
